Los ANGELES, Nov. 19.—[To the 
Editor of Tne TIuEs. ] Through a mis- 
understanding of the situation it was 
announced in THe Times of the 15th 
inst. that the State rd of Forestry, 


a| throguh mb, was engaged in making a 


gratuitous distribution of tree seeds. 
Such, I take occasion here to state, is 
not the case. This misapprehension 
has doubtless arisen from the fact that 
this board is prepared, under certain 
rigorous restrictions, to issue a limited 
number of trees to planters desirous of 
experimenting wittr the same. Trees so 
issued will be confined to such as we 
believe to be of strictly economic 


value, and not necessarily ornamental 


or adapted to the planting of lawns 
or garden plots; and in nocase will 
they be distributed without a written 
assurance from the recipient that they 
will within one yeas report in person 
or writing to the office of this board 
the growth made, measure of success 
or failure attained, as the case may be. 

The trees so disturbed will be only 
such as we know are not generally 
handled by commercial dealers, and 
parties desiring flowering plants and 
ornamental shrubbery are respectfully 
referred to their nearest grower, and 
not entail upon this board 1 
correspondence in matters foreign to 
its work. 

It will afford the officers of the board 
r. great pleasure ut any and all times to 
render such information relative to 
the plantation of forests as lies at its 
command, and all such communica- 
tions will be considered in rotation 
as received. 

Nurserymen and dealers making a 
specialty of growing forest trees are 
invited to send their trade lists to the 
office of the board, and absolute im- 
partiality — be shown in referring 
tree-buyers to all growers listing the 
trees inquired for. All communica- 
tions may be addressed tothe chair- 
man, Col. Watter S. Moore, No. 12 
Court street, who will give the matter 
his ie > personal attention.

Pretty Things for Christmas. 

Of the pretty things which a friend 
had fashioned a writer in Table Talk 
ways:

The fifty-eighth report to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, T. J. Morgan, 
contains some very interesting statis- 
tics, and some suggestions which 
show that Mr. Morgan takes more than 
a perfunctory interest in his charge. 

Among the improvements which 
have been recently introduced, mention 
is made of boarding-schools off from 
reservations, which system is slowly 
but surely accomplishing excellent re- 
sults. Children from different tribes 
are brought together under iufluences 
where all tribal differences disappear. 
They learn to respect each other, and 
are prepared for association together 
as fellow-citizens. They hear and use 
only the English language, are re- 
moved from the contaminating influ- 
ences of camp life, become accustomed 
to the usages of civilization, and are 
trained to habits of industry, thrift and 
self-reliance. 

The plan of “placing out” the young 


schools maintained by the Govern- 
ment has now been in operation for 
more than ten years, and has been 
yery successful. The Commissioner 
thinks that the education of the In- 
dians should be carried beyond the 
rudimentary stage, so as to fit them 
for the battle of life. They should 


selves anywhere they please. 

Referring to the Mission Indians in 
California, the report has the follow- 
ing to say: 

For the last 16 years the difficuities which 
surround these Indians, the uncertain 
tenure by which they hold their lands, and 
the unjust treatment to which they have 
been subjected, have received the careful 
consideration of this office, and have been 
frequently sliuded to in its annual reports. 
Various measures of relief have been de- 
— and submitted to Congress without 
avail, 

As far as practicable, under existing 
laws, intruders have been removed from 
their reservations, and their right to occupy 
lands in private grants has been maintained 
through the courts, 

January 10, 1884, a draft of a bill for their 
relief was transmi the department 
for submission to Congress, which bill (in 


its main features) was continuously before 
that body up to the close of the last Con- 
gress. It has been by the Senate 


three times, and as many times has failed 
to become a law by the non-action of the 
House of Representatives. 

The principal feature of this bill was the 
authorization of the appointment of a com- 
mission of three disinterested persons, to 
arrange a just and satisfactory settlement 
of these Indians on reservations to be se- 
curedto them by patent. Witbout such a com- 
mission it is impossible to make any satis- 
factory adjustment of their difficulties, or to 

determine the just rights of white settlers.

TOM FITCH’S LITTLE TALK. 

Fitch, in an exhaustive review of the 
labor difficulties, laid all ot the blame for 
the poverty-stricken condition of the work- 
ing classes at the door of the capitalists who 
demonetized silver. “For 20 years,” said 
he, “we have had abundant prosperity, but 
at the end of it we find the wealth centered 
in a few hands. What has the laborer to 
show for his 20 years’ toil? He can boast 
that the aggregate wealth of the Nation has 
largely increased, of factories established, 
cities erected, rivers bridged, transconti- 
nental highways, reaching from ocean to 
ocean. o can call the roll of millionaires, 
and thousands will respond where before 
the war there were less than 500. He can wipe 
the sweat from his weary face and reflect that 
among the 8000 millionaires may be enum- 
erated the names of 20 American citizens, 
who have gathered $1,500,000,000 from the 
toil and tears of 60,000,000 people. He can 
walk weary and sheiteriess in the shadow 
of the palace he has built but may not en- 
ter. I seek not to assail the rights of capi- 
talists or arouse against them the prejudices 
of thd or unthrift, but for years 
capital bas tampered: with the people's 
money and gathered to itself illicit gains by 
increasing the burdens of industry. 2

“The Vegetable Business.“ 
coming to Southern California I have 
made the Chinamen and their mode of 
farming quite a study, and I find that 
their motto is “strictly business.” 
“Johu’s” crops are well tended and 
his tools well taken care of. And he 
has adopted the best mode of 22 
his wares before the people. He calls 
at our doors in the morning of certain 
days each week, and the housewife 
can rely upon bis ‘coming. And if my 
American brother wishes to compete 
with John for a share of the trade he 
must adopt the same tactics and make 
his daily or tri-weekly rounds with 
his wagon. There is not a fam- 
ily in Southern California who 
will not give an American gar- 
dener the preference in buyin 
their vegetables if they are equa 
in quality, and brought to their doors, 
the same as John does. Toa great 
— the idea of peddling from a 
on is distasteful. Why should it 
be How many merchants are there 
today who do not secure their trade 
and introduce their goods by the per- 
sonal solicitation of ibelr agents, and 
that agent very often one of the firm? 
As to prices and profits, John don't 
give his goods avy, and the weekly 
returns from his business would keep a 
good-sized family well fed and clothed, 
and leave a balance for a rainy day. 
He is obliged to pay higher prices for 
his implements and the land he rents 
an American would, and still he 
makes money. And there is another 
field of profit forthe vegetable-grower— 
and as to the success of it I will refer 
my brother to two ladies who also in- 
vested their savings in corner lots, 
but did not plant onions as their only 
crop—and that is raising vegetables 
J the early winter and spring market 
the East. There is a colony of 
gardeners at Cahuenga, composed of 
people who own or rent places of five 
acres and upward. They notonly sup-

Among the 
members are the Bristol sisters, to 
whom I would refer all Americans 
who want to know how to raise 
den truck profitably. Such a colony

ALHAMBRA, Nov. 21.—[To the Edi- 
tor of Tue TDIXS.] In a letter in 
Tue Times of the 20th on fruit-raising 
one is apt to believe, if not experi- 
enced, that fruit-raising here is played 
out. While certain kinds of fruit- 
raising do not pay, owing to lack of 
water, I doubt if there is any more 
paying farming extant than the rais- 
ing of the more improved varieties of 
oranges, the Washington navel bein 

foremost. There are hundreds 
acres in the San Gabriel Valley suita- 
ble for their cultivation, and for sale 
at reasonable rates. E. J. Baldwin 
says that any good orange land is 
worth $1000 per acre, and gives figures 
and statistics to so prove. Most of the 
groves planted here are seedlings, 
which only bring $1 per box, and while 
that is a good figure it certainly is to 
one’s advantage to plant navels, which 
bring from 92 to $2.50 a box on the trees.

Boon to be considering the best way to 
do it. First 
WHAT TO PLANT 
> is a question depending only upon 
gr and the taste of the planter. | 
Southern California offers a variety of 
capacity that includes almost the 
whole category of fruits, from the tem- 
+ perate to the trovic, and subject only 
o altitude.and soil; a man can suc- 
gerald plant what he likes. Any- 
ing from apples to oranges will fina 
congenial home somewhere among 
the infinite variety of our soils, alti- 
tudes, degrees of humidity and other 
conditions with which we are blessed. 
The man who is not yet located has 
only to decide what he wants to raise, 
and then select a suitable location for 
it. Tohim who is already located, 
the case is a little different; he must 
select that to which his place is 


adapted. 
WHERE TO PLANT 
depends upon what it is. Citrus 
fruits want foothill country, decom-
